As far aa heard 
nobody was injured or killed, although 
scores of horse* were stricken. In east- 
ern Kansas tho storm was less severe 
and that locality will greatly benefit 
crops.

CUBAN PEACEMAKER 


General Martinez Campos IsSo 


Looked Upon. 


HE IS NOW EN ROUTE TO CUBA. 


Boya.'l«ta In Havana Anxiously 'Awaiting 


HID Arrival—Marti and Maximo Gomel 
Already In Cuba-Official Report of» Be- 
«ent jaattte—Iniurgent* Defeated by th* 
BpanlHli Troops—Lateht Frotn duba; 
HAVANA, April 16.—General Martinez 


Campos, who arrived at Porto Eica on 
Thursday laat,"sailed at 5 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon for Guantamamo.Cuba. 
The, general met with an enthusiastic 
reception at Porto Bioa and was ac 
claimed by on Immense crowd of people 
as tho peacemaker. 


He was accompanied by reinforce- 


ments of troops on board tho steamer 
Keina Christina, who were most liber- 
ally treated by tho merchants of Porto 
Rica. Previous to this departure the 
general had an official reception. Tho 
hopes of the loyalists of the whole Isl- 
and of Cuba aro centered on the arrival 
here of tha Spanish general, who once 
before pacified ttie island after a long 
rebellion. 


Private advices received here say that 


the detachment of rebels recently com- 
manded by Paucuio Vorona, who, as 
announced in these dispatches on April 
9 was killed in an engagement with the 
Spanish troop nuder Lieutenant Pa- 
dilla, had with it 11 wounded men, of 
whioh number some have already died. 


In spite of the alarmist statements 


sent out from Havana regarding tho 
spread of yellow fever here it is stated 
thai: there is only one soldier suffering 
frona that disoaie in the hospital. 


A dispatch received from Gib .ra an- 


nounces that a detachment of troops, 
commanded by Captain Agnilar, has de- 
feated a body of 150 insurgents under 
Miro at Palma. Six of the insurgents 
were killed and several wounded. - 


Official Tuleiirumn From Havana. 


TAMPA, Fla., April 1C.—An official 


telegram from Havana to tho Spanish 
vice consul here, announces the baf.tle 
at Palcrito, at which 
General Flor 


Crorubert and ft Cuban colonel were 
killed, and two commanders, JVIaceo's 
secretary and one lieutenant wore cap- 
tured. Estrada, another Cuban chief, 
surrendered himself. 


Information hsis arrived that Marti 


and Maximo Gome/, have tx>en in Cuba 
eiyht days. They landed on the north- 
ern coast in tho Bay of Kipo, province 
of Holquir.. It has been purposely kept 
quiot to be Einnounced MimultanoouHlr 
with tho arrival of General Martinez 
Ciimpos, who landed at Guautanomo 
Saturday.

CONNECTICUT RIVER OVERFLOWED. 


Confli4erable Daiimgo Alreaily Done and 


More ThroatHnetl. 


SPBINOFIKLD, Mass., April 10.—The 


Connecticut valley has been the scene 
of a flood of greater magnitude than has 
Tisited this section since 1803. The 
most damage was 
done at Bellows 


I'alls, Vt., where the Connecticut river 
is very narrow. An old railroad bridge 
was swept away yesterday afternoon 
and there has boon great danger of the 
Boston aud Maine tunnel being flooded 
and rendered impassable. The mills 
are all cloned down. 


At Brattleboro, Vt., the river is 


higher than it has been since 1862. 


At Turner's Falls the water has over- 


flowed the banks of the river to such an 
extent that many of tho mills have been 
compelled to shut down. The consoli 
dated railroad tracks are flooded. 


At Windsor, Vt., tho water has risen 


30 foot and business is almost entirely 
suspended. 


At Northampton, Muss., the river is 


throe-fouiths of a mile wide, and the 
water is higher than it has been in 80 
years. 


Over nine feet of water is going over 


tho dam at Holyoke, and many mills 
hnve been compelled to shut down be- 
cause of the floods. 


Near Mount Tom the water has over- 


flowed the railroad tracks and trains are 
delayed. 


The city has not aa yet been troubled 


by the high waters because of tho high 
bank ou this side, but across the river 
West Springfield is flooded. An old 
wooden bridge from Springfield to West 
Springfield is threatened. 
The water 


has already risen IS feet and is nearly 
up to the woodwork.

Police Cinlui to Have 
Evidence 


Bnoiign to Convict Him. 


SAN FBANOISICO, April 10.—The net is 


tightening around W, H. T. Dnrant, 
tho dental student in jail for the murder 
of Blanche Lament and Minnie Williams 
in the Emanuel Baptist church. Chief 
of Police Crowley claims to have evi- 
dence enough now to convict him. be- 
yond auy donbt. 


Theodora Dufant was yesterday even* 


ing formally charged with the murder 
of Minnie Williams. The coroner's in- 
quest upon Miss Williams has nofc yet 
been held. It will be a dual investiga- 
tion. The police will produce their 
evidence regarding the murder of botib. 
girls. 


A further mystery is added to the 


affair by the report that Mrs. Ella 
Forsyth, who has been missing for a 
vrtsek, was also a member of that place 
of worship. Her husband, who has 
been searching diligently for her, says 
she left home to go to the beach to 
gather shells: She has never been since 
seen or heard of, and it is surmised that, 
she may have shared the fate of Blanche 
Lamont and Miss Williams. 


Policfi Surgeon Rummers says medi- 


cal works abound with cases of men 
whose animal passions could *iot be 
aroused without the sight of blood. It 
may be that Dnraut is one of this class 
of human tigers. 
The crimes with 


which ho is charged appear to have 
been the act of a man inspired by such 
bloody instinct, as the postmortem ex- 
aminations clearly prove that the vic- 
tims were killed and afterward out- 
raged. 


George King, organist of tho chnreh 


where tho horrible crimes were com- 
mitted, made a statement to Chief of 
Police Crowley lato yesterday afternoon 
which tends to fii one crime at least, 
the murder of Miss Lamont, upon ite- 
rant. King says that on April a, the 
day Miss Lamont was missed, he went 
into the church about 5 p. m. to practice 
on the organ. 


"I saw Durant tbere, much to my 


surprise. Ho came down to the organ 
loft in a highly excited and overheated 
condition. I asked him what was the 
matter and ho replied he had. been over- 
come by gus up in tho loft. He was very 
weak and pule and asked me to give 
him a gln.su of bromo seltzer. I knew 
ho WOH fitting ni> electrical contrivances 
about the church and thought nothing 
•trango about his going up in the loft." 


This is direct evidence of a rnoflt 


startling nature. Miss Lamont, it will 
be remembered, left the high school nfc 
8 p. m. on the day she was Been, April 
3, with Durant. The theory is now 
that Durant had just finished his fiend- 
ish work when seen by tlis organist. 
King says that he went to the drug- 
store at the corner of Sixty-first unil 
Howard streets and purchased a bottle 
of bromo seltzer, and continued: 


"When I retarned Dnraut took a dose 


and it seemed to nauseate him. lie 
asked mo how he looked. I told him he 
was pale and his eyes were a little con- 
gested. What he did during the time I 
was gone, I don't know. Afterward he 
went into tho ladies' parlor to look into 
a mirror, and I afterward found ou tho 
little shelf underneath a little clot of 
blood, as though he hod wiped his 
finger on it. We then carried a little 
organ from upstairs down into the 
lecture room. Several times he stopped 
to rest ttud seemed quit* weak. At 7 
o'clock he loft; and went a short dis- 
tance with mo down the street. I do 
not remember whether he wont back to 
tho church or ;uot." 


In addition t.o this damaging evidence 


other equally incriminating evidence 
has been furnished. 
Tn the search fur 


tho crime imuiy curious theories have 
been evolved assuminsr that Darant is 
guilty. The theory of the murder is tho 
crimes were committed for the purpose 
of medical investigation. Tho state- 
ment has been, made that Duraut pro- 
posed to a number of girls that ho bo al- 
lowed to exnniiue 
them for female 


troubles which ho professed to he able 
to cult). 
---— 


It is known that Dnrant was an ar- 


dent medical student and took great in- 
terest in the diseases of women. The 
theory is that lie was crazed on the sub- 
ject, aud boiiig unabld to conduct his 
investigation in any legitimate maunor, 
murdered tho girls for that purpose. 
The condition of flit bodies after they 
were found would tend to carry out this 
Line of reasoning. 


Instead of abating the excitement 


over the horrible crimes is increasing. 
Every fresh rumor is an excuse for an 
extruodition of the newspapers which 
are eagerly bought by crowds of people 
on the streets. Largo crowds gather in 
front of bulletin boards and haunt the 
scene of the crimes.

hun, an agent ami a tenant in the flat- 
house which was burned last Thursday 
night, lost a package containing bonds 
and papers of the value of $30,000. This 
he missed after tho fire was extinguished 
and reported the fact to the police. 


Mrs. Mary Tremble, the janitress of 


the apartment house, found a Gladstone 
bag hanging on a hook in the cellar of 
that house, which adjoins the one in 
which Garraliiin lives. The bag was 
found to contain the missing papers. 
Mrs. Tremble took the bag and its con- 
tents to the police station, where it now 
awaits its owuier. How the bag got 
in the cellar oi: the next honse the po- 
lice would like to find out.

The situation is snoh thai radios] 


measures seem required. At snob a time 
no ouo parson nhnuld presume to offer 
more than luggestioua for general ciiti- 
oism. 


It la in this spirit that the following 


luggeatiom are made. They may be 
tanned ernda, ultra radical and imprac- 
tical by the many wlio find it much 
eaaier to attuok idoan than to originate 
them, bat food for thought is presented 
here, and if n discussion, out of which 
good to the business shall be crystallized, 
ensues then their purpose will bo ful- 
filled. Systematic restriction should be 
the platform—restriction in breeding, 
In racing, iu Helling—all under the nu- 
tooratic, arbitrary rule of a parent organ- 
ization. 


Now a word as to this organization. 


The old saw, "Two heads are better 
than one," applies very well to individ- 
uals, but not to associated governing 
powers, and this parent organization 
ihonld be supreme, resembling the great 
secret orders in some particulars, espe- 
cially in that every horseman should be 
a member in good standing to he eligi- 
ble to its benefits, thna rendering all 
amenable to wise restraint. As to the 
powers of its congress, elective officers 
and committees, and the details of its 
control oyer the various tranches of the 
horse business, these are matters letter 
left for Hobwqueiit elaboration, if 
quired. 


Aa to restriction iu breeding, it may 


be anggefitod that all stallions standing 
for service shall be subject to annual 
inspection, shall fill certain require 
uiouts of breeding, conformation and 
speed, and iu addition to the local li- 
cense already required shall pay a good 
round annual fuu to the parent organiz- 
ation for a license, which license shall 
be a necessary qualification in rendering 
their get eligible to registration or en 
try on any membership track. 


Each marewnon bred to call for afoo 


of $0 for recording the fact, an addi- 
tional $20 to 'be paid for the recording 
of tho foal, if any, and tbe'omission of 
either fee to bar the foal from registry 
and right of entry on any membership 
track. 


Aa to restriction hi selling, it may bo 


suggested that all auction sales be un 
dcr the supervision aud control of tho 
parent organisation, it to select a suit- 
able number of reputable and successful 
firms, in various convenient localities, 
nud appoint i;hcm the solo authorized 
sale agents of tho business and protect 
them by expelling members patronizing 
wildcat concerns. Tho firms to execute 
bond for the satisfactory performance 
of their functions, to pay an annual li 
cense feo of not less than $5,000 and to 
bold sales for members only at such 
times nnd in such places da best suit all 
parties concerned. To issue solo or 
transfer certificates of the first class to 
tho purcbasorsi of only such animals as 
the official inspectors shall pronounce 
suitable for fitud or track use, which 
certificated shall bo tho only means of 
rendering animals thus transferred and 
their produce eligible to continued reg- 
istry or to entry ou membership tracks. 


As to restriction in racing, it may bo 


suggested that the present organization 
divide tho territory into snitablo sec- 
tions, assigning each section to cue asso- 
ciation and licionsing or chartering only 
such associations as are thus selected and 
protect them by attaching a penalty of 
expulsion from all privileges to all par- 
ties racing over nonmembership tracks. 
It should uxcrcise a general supervision 
over the selection of dates for tbe an- 
nual meetings,, to the end that iioclash- 
ing in dates by neighboring associations 
may happen, and that the greatest gen- 
eral good may bo subserved. Its author- 
ized inspectors should make annual in- 
vestigation and report, after the manner 
of bank examiners, as to tho ability of 
each association to pay its advertised 
programme, and if subsequent embar- 
rassment should oblige ony association 
to default, its obligations should be sot- 
tied by tljo parent organization. It 
should strengthen and support tho asso- 
ciations by sotting aside certain propor- 
tions of tho lairgo not. income resulting 
from the fees previously mentioned for 
tbe establishment of great national 
ataies to bo annually contested over 
their tracks, for securing favorable leg- 
islation and for use in other avenues 
pointing to tho general advancement of 
tbe business. 


Of course any plan such as this would 


bo bitterly opposed by those who have 
'iueeii accustomed to little, if any, re- 
straint and termed autocratic and odious 
by men who have mistaken liberty for 
license and blotted the word modera- 
tion from their dictionaries. The fact 
remains, however, that the day baa gouo 
by when unsystematic and undisciplined 
enterprises, whether large or small, can 
succeed. 


In this case there is practically noth- 


ing in eight to increase tho demand, and 
there is no surer way to decrease tho 
supply and equalize the market than to 
limit production by placing, as it were, 
a high tariff upon it, and sosyutoinatize 
and restrict every detail of the business 
as to sift out both the human and equine 
chaff and present to the world another 
successful illustration of the ."survival 
of the fittest. "—H. W. W. in Horse- 
mnu.

CLEVELAND TRAGEDY 


One Man Killed and Another 


Fatally Wounded. 


THE MURDERER THEN SUICIDE!! 


verythlDg Goes to Show That th« Orlm* 


Wttft FretnedltateU and Wn* tho R«*ul1 
of J«aloa»y—Hi* Victim* Were Brother* 
Ttio Satclde Occurred in a Cell of 


>, April 15.—At 4 o'clock 


yesterday morning John Sejhar, a Bo 
hemian laborer, aged S8t shot and in- 
stantly killed Carl Riehter, aged 35 
and fatally wounded Albert Bichter 
aged 22, the brother of the ftrsfc victim 
Two hours later 
the murderer waa 


fouiiid dead iu a cell at the Central po 
lice station, where he had been taken 
after his arrest. 


Tlie shooting occurred at 99 Poplar 


street. Carl Bichter with his brother, 
Albert, and his wife aud five children 
lived at that number. Sejhar lived in 
the rear in a house owned by the JEMch- 
ters. Saturday afternoon Sejhur drew 
his week's salary and on the way home 
lie purchased a revolver and a pair of 
shoes. When he reached home he gave 
tho shoes to his wife, telling her that 
was the last pair he would ever buy 
her, as he was going away. In the 
eveiMug Sejliar went over to Riehter'a 
houiie and there he met the two broth- 
ers aud August Sohlegel. They sent 
out for a keg of beer aud began to 
drink. 
The merrymaking continued 
uutii long after midnight. 


Ouce or twiee Sejhar referred to liia 


new revolver, aud once he went to the 
door, firiug two or three shots into the 
yard to show his coropauions that the 
weapon was all right. Shortly before 4 
o'clock in the morning Sejhar started to 
go, but one of. the Richtere asked him 
why he was in a hurry, grabbiug him 
by t!ite coat collar aud trying to prevent 
his going, fieihur went;, but goon re- 
turn ed and asked why he had been 
Eilli?rl about'iu that way. What fol- 


wed can only be surmised, but he 


evidently opened nre ou Carl Bichter 
first. The bullet paasotl througlj his 
arm,, two struck him iu the neck i*ac! 
urns!- have killed him instantly. 


Hejher tlieu shot Bert Richter in the 


neck, making au ugly wound, after 
which he left the house, going to the 
holm; of hi& sisitor, a few blocks away. 
Tho police were notified at once, aud 
after they hud sent tho wounded man 
to th.o ho.HpitiU they followed the mur- 
derer, who wqa arrested a.s hti wtw leav- 
ing the housib of his sister, where lie 
had hidden the revolver iu a bed aud 
disposed of his money and other articles. 


Tlie prisoner was taken to che Central 


station, and locked up about 5 o'clock, 
being placud in u coll by himself in an 
upper part 'of thu prison. An hour 
later as au office r was passing the cell 
ho saw the body of Sejhar hanging from 
tho ^rutiug of tho door. The murderer 
had hanged himself with one of his sus- 
penders uud was dead wlieu discovered, 
though tbe body was still warm. 


The police cJaiiu to have discovered 


evidence that Hejhar waa jealous of the 
attentions which Carl Riuhter had paid 
to Hie wife. It is said that on Friday 
erumiitf lout Kichtor w*mt to his how** 
and i-ieut bejluir our, for some beer. In- 
stead of going Sttjhtir returned to the 
house, and looking through the window, 
naw •ioiiior.liiug which aroused his anger.
